David  Harrison  reported  that  in  closed  session  the  CCCBD  Board  unanimously  approved  a slightly 
amended  version  of  the  Request  for  Proposal  for  Ambassador  and  Cleaning  Services.  The  amended 
RFP  (Attachment  1)  will  be  distributed  to  known  interested  service  providers  and  posted  on  the 
CCCBD  website  on  October  27;  the  deadline  for  written  questions  will  be  November  2 and  the 
proposals  will  be  due  no  later  than  November  10,  2011.

Chair  Report 

• City  Contract 

David  Harrison  reported  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  the  CCCBD  contract  with  the  City  on 
October  18  and  that  he  has  subsequently  signed  it  on  behalf  of  the  CCCBD.  We  are  presently 
awaiting  the  return  of  an  executed  copy  from  the  City. 

• MJM  Management  Contract 

David  Harrison  stated  that  the  Executive  Committee  reviewed  the  terms  of  an  agreement  with  MJM 
Management  which  defines  the  terms  of  the  service  they  have  provided  the  CCCBD  between  June  30 
when  their  Letter  of  Agreement  with  the  Friends  of  the  Library  expired  and  October  15,  2011.  Lisa 
Pagan  in  the  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development  had  requested  David  negotiate  terms 
with  MJM  so  that  she  could  process  a grant  to  the  CCCBD  to  reimburse  us  for  the  service  provided  in 
July,  August,  September  and  the  first  half  of  October.  The  total  agreed  upon  cost  of  the  services  was 
$27,500.00.  The  full  board  will  review  this  agreement  and  payment  at  the  November  meeting. 

• Market  Street  Ambassador  Program 

David  Harrison  reported  that  the  Mayor's  Office  through  its  Office  of  Civic  Engagement  and 
Immigrant  Affairs  will  be  using  Federal  Stimulus  funds  through  a Jobs  Now  2 grant  to  put  three  teams 
of  ambassadors  on  Market  street  focused  at  the  Powell,  Civic  Center  and  Van  Ness  Transit  stations 
from  llam-7pm  daily  (5  days  a week)  to  work  as  escorts  along  the  corridor  extending  for  one  block 
on  either  side  of  Market  Street.  David  noted  that  while  coordination  with  our  ambassadors  will  be 
necessary  any  extra  presence  on  the  street  would  be  welcome.

Capital  Improvements  and  Planning  Committee  Report 

James  Haas  reported  that  the  Capital  Improvements  and  Planning  Committee  held  a meeting  on  October  4, 
2011.  The  meeting  had  as  its  focus  parking  in  Civic  Center.  It  was  well-attended  with  many  members  of  the 
public  and  guest  speakers  from  MTA  present.  James  Haas  reported  that  Jay  Primus,  MTA's  manager  of  the  SF 
Park  program  discussed  progress  on  the  now  three  month  old  SFPark  project  which  includes  parking  meter 
and  garage  fees  being  adjusted  either  quarterly  or  semi-annually  to  better  meet  demand  with  a goal  of 
always  having  a few  available  street  spaces.  James  also  reported  that  the  committee  heard  from  Cheryl  Liu 
about  MTA's  proposal  to  add  two  electronic  display  signs  in  our  district  which  would  be  used  to  give  updates 
on  parking  space  availability  in  Civic  Center  and  Performing  Arts  garages.  The  proposed  locations  are  on 
Gough  and  Franklin. 

David  Harrison  made  a motion  that  the  Board  approve  the  Planning  Committee's  resolution  which  states  that 
the  CCCBD  Board  is  in  favor  of  parking  availability  signs  and  the  parking  management  plan  and  that  the  while 
the  Board  has  no  opinion  on  the  exact  location  of  the  signs,  that  it  would  urge  MTA  to  use  the  smallest 
effective  size  and  to  locate  the  signs  in  the  place  of  least  resistance.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Jennifer 
Norris  and  passed  without  objection.  James  Haas  will  write  a letter  to  MTA  to  communicate  the  CCCBD 
Board's  position  as  reflected  by  the  resolution 

James  Haas  gave  an  update  on  off-street  parking  spaces.  He  noted  that  a study  of  Civic  Center  done  in  2006 
gave  a total  of  2,498  spaces,  since  that  time  305  have  been  eliminated  as  their  parcels  have  been  developed, 
leaving  2,195  spaces.  Development  plans  in  the  coming  year  will  eliminate  an  additional  129  spaces  bringing 
total  to  2,065.  He  has  seen  projections  that  show  this  trend  continuing  until  only  1,800  spaces  exist  in  2015. 

It  is  for  this  reason  he  feels  the  CCCBD  should  restart  the  conversation  about  expanding  the  Performing  Arts 
Garage. 

Items  of  interest  to  the  community 

• Asian  Art  Museum  Signage  Plan  Review 

James  Haas  noted  that  the  Asian  Art  Museum  signage  proposal  has  run  up  against  the  Civic  Center 
Historic  District  Planning  Code  guidelines.  He  thinks  that  at  some  point  the  CCCBD  may  want  to  make 
recommendations  to  the  Planning  Department  about  these  guidelines  as  they  seem  out  of  date,  in 
that  they  prohibit  any  electronic  signs  and  such.  Chair  Harrison  referred  this  item  to  the  Capital 
Planning  and  Improvement  Committee.

• Update  on  meeting  with  MJM  Management 

Vice  Chair  Whitfield  reported  that  he  and  Chair  Harrision  had  met  with  MJM  Management  to  discuss 
the  CBD's  idea  of  hiring  a consultant  to  employ  the  CBD  Executive  Director  so  that  the  CBD  would 
avoid  being  a direct  employer.  At  the  meeting  the  idea  of  staring  first  with  a management  company 
to  get  services  started  and  later  hiring  an  Executive  Director  came  up  as  a possibility. 

Several  board  members  asserted  they  could  see  the  wisdom  of  making  the  hiring  a management 
company  to  get  services  going  the  highest  priority  and  the  hiring  of  an  Executive  Director  as  a lower 
priority.  Jim  Haas  expressed  his  strongly  held  opinion  that  having  an  Executive  Director  to  bring 
cohesion  to  the  neighborhood  as  being  one  of  the  core  reasons  that  the  CCCBD  was  formed. 

• Update  on  meeting  with  Oakland  Downtown  CBD  Representatives: 

Vice  Chair  Whitfield  reported  that  he  and  Chair  Harrison  had  met  with  representatives  of  the  two 
conjoined  CBD's  that  comprise  the  Downtown  Oakland  Association.  They  learned  that  the  Oakland 
group  had  chosen  to  get  their  services  up  and  running  prior  to  hiring  an  Executive  Director  and  are 
only  now,  four  years  after  creation,  considering  doing  so.

During  discussion,  Mary  Conde  expressed  an  interest  in  exploring  the  possibility  of  combining  forces 
with  the  Central  Market  CBD  especially  in  the  area  of  service  delivery.

Mary  Conde  reported  that  the  Services  Committee  has  met  three  times  in  September  and  will  meet  again 
next  Thursday.  Their  work  this  month  is  to  familiarize  themselves  with  the  baseline  services  already  provided 
as  well  as  with  the  conditions  in  the  district  and  possible  remedies.  So  far  the  Committee  has  met  with  SFPD 
representatives  from  all  three  stations  whose  area  of  responsibility  includes  some  portion  of  the  District. 

They  have  heard  from  DPW,  representatives  from  the  Mayor's  Office  on  Homelessness,  the  Homeless 
Outreach  Team  (HOT)  and  ambassadors  working  in  the  Central  Market  CBD. 

Update  on  Walkabout 

Debra  Niemann,  of  MJM  Management,  outlined  the  proposed  format  of  the  October  27  Meeting  of  the 
Board.  It  is  anticipated  that  this  meeting  will  last  3 hours,  the  first  30  minutes  to  be  allotted  to  regular 
business,  the  following  two  hours  to  be  comprised  of  a walking  tour  of  the  district  to  be  lead  by  Jennifer 
Norris  who  will  guide  participants  through  a predetermined  route  starting  at  Boas  Honda  at  the  south  end  of 
the  district  and  wending  its  way  through  the  district  with  stops  at  the  properties  of  each  Board  member. 
Board  members  will  be  given  3 to  4 minutes  to  speak  and  some  pre-assigned  speaking  points  will  be  created 
to  ensure  that  salient  points  are  covered.  The  final  30  minutes  will  be  consensus  building  exercise. 

Hiring  Committee  Update 

Chair  Harrison  reported  that  the  Job  Announcement  was  posted  on  four  websites  on  September  19.  Given 
the  later  than  anticipated  posting  date,  the  deadline  for  submission  has  been  extended  to  September  30. 

Thus  far  we  have  received  19  resumes. 
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Items  of  interest  to  the  community 

• SFMTA  Parking  Guidance  System  Review 

Jennifer  Norris  noted  that  she  had  been  contacted  by  Cheryl  Liu  at  SFMTA  about  lit  display  boards 
they  would  like  to  provide  in  the  Civic  Center  area  to  provide  drivers  with  current  information  about 
garage  parking  space  availability.  Chair  Harrison  referred  this  item  to  the  Capital  Planning  and 
Improvement  Committee.  Jim  Haas,  Chair  of  the  Committee,  stated  that  he  would  like  to  include 
this  item  on  a meeting  with  a broader  parking  agenda  to  include  SF  PARK,  the  status  of  two  public 
garages  and  off  street  parking  lots  in  the  district. 

• Asian  Art  Museum  Signage  Plan  Review 

In  a call  to  Jim  Haas  last  month,  the  Asian  Art  Museum  request  the  CBD's  support  of  its  new  exterior 
signage  proposal.  Chair  Harrison  referred  this  item  to  the  Capital  Planning  and  Improvement 
Committee.  Jim  Haas  expressed  his  opinion  that  this  item  not  be  heard  at  the  same  meeting  as  the 
MTA  Parking  Guidance  System. 

• Civic  Center  Hub  Signage  Update 

Jennifer  Norris  reported  that  MTC  has  solidified  its  plans  for  new  directional  signage  inside  and 
adjacent  to  the  Civic  Center  BART  station  and  that  according  to  her  sources  we  can  expect  to  see  new 
interior  signs  in  December  2011  and  new  exterior  kiosks  in  the  first  part  of  2012.  Jerry  Bernstein 
stated  that  this  may  be  changing  as  the  process  may  have  not  included  sufficient  ADA 
accommodations. 

• Central  Freeway  and  Octavia  Circulation  Study 

Jim  Haas  reported  that  he  attended  a SFMTA  meeting  regarding  the  Central  Freeway  and  Octavia 
Circulation  Study  and  has  more  information  for  those  who  are  interested.  He  was  disappointed  it 
didn't  include  a recommendation  for  pedestrian  bump  outs  at  the  corner  of  Franklin  and  Grove.

Bank  Account  Update 

Business  Advantage  Account  at  Bank  of  America  One  South  Van  Ness  branch  has  been  opened 
with  an  initial  deposit  of  $100  from  the  Treasurer’s  personal  funds  (to  be  reimbursed).  Each 
Executive  Committee  member  is  a signator  on  the  account. 

The  Finance  Committee  at  their  most  recent  meeting  adopted  an  expenditure  rule  that  requires  two 
signatures  for  any  expense  over  $3,000.  Further  policy  development  will  be  discussed  at  the  next 
Finance  Committee  meeting. 

Cash  Flow  Analysis 

No  change  from  last  month’s  report.  We  anticipate  sufficient  revenues  to  cover  expenses  at  all 
times  throughout  the  fiscal  year,  once  the  tax  bills  are  generated  by  the  City  (exception  noted 
herein).  Tax  rates  adopted  in  final  reading  by  Board  of  Supervisors  last  week,  so  billings  are 
imminent. 

Initial  Expenses  - Bridge  Loan  Analysis 

MJM  graciously  agreed  to  make  payment  on  one  outstanding  invoice  of  $1,650  for  D&O  insurance, 
as  that  invoice  was  due  before  end  of  September.  Reimbursement  will  be  made  upon  receipt  of 
initial  assessment  funds.  Also,  Treasurer  has  paid  for  Quickbooks  Pro  201 1 which  will  be  a CBD 
resource  (and  links  with  Bank  of  America  account  on-line,  and  will  generate  the  Treasurer  reports 
beginning  in  October),  an  expense  that  will  be  reimbursed  when  feasible  (total  cost  $179  plus  tax). 
Again,  as  stated  last  month,  no  bridge  loan  is  anticipated  to  be  needed  at  this  time. 

Fiscal  Status 

Other  than  noted  above,  we  have  zero  expenditures  and  zero  revenue.

Chair  Report:  David  Harrison 

• David  reported  that  the  Executive  Committee  had  reviewed  the  contract  with  the  City  and  County 
and  had  recommended  that  he  continue  to  negotiate  with  them  about  the  few  necessary  changes  to 
the  City's  boilerplate  agreement  for  CBDs.  He  asked  Lisa  Pagan  to  report  on  the  one  area  which  he 
felt  was  of  most  concern  to  CBD  Board  Members. 

• Ms.  Pagan  stated  that  there  was  a clause  in  the  CBD  agreement  for  which  at  Chair  Harrison's  request 
she  was  getting  clarification  from  the  Office  of  the  City  Attorney  and  the  Ethics  Commission  as  to 
whether  a clause  in  the  agreement  would  prohibit  CBD  Board  members  from  making  contributions  to 
any  of  the  Mayoral  candidates  or  future  of  BOS  candidates  from  now  until  six  months  after  the 
agreement  between  CCSF  and  CCCCBD  is  ratified,  which  would  mean  through  March  2013. 

• As  Treasure  Updike  was  not  present  Chair  Harrison  reported  that  Treasurer  Updike  had  met  with 
members  of  SFUSD  and  that  he  felt  after  that  conversation  it  was  likely  they  would  pay  their  CCCBD 
assessment.  Given  this  information  David  reported  that  at  this  time  he  will  not  be  sending  a letter  to 
SFUSD  as  was  discussed  as  a possibility  at  the  July  28  regular  meeting  of  the  Board. 

• Vice  Chair  Whitfield  and  Secretary  Norris  at  the  Chair's  request  gave  a brief  summary  of  the  walk- 
about format  of  the  October  22  regular  meeting  of  the  Board.  Each  board  member  should  be 
prepared  to  speak  for  five  minutes  on  a pre-assigned  topic  and  at  a pre-assigned  location  along  the 
district  wide  walk,  the  purpose  of  which  is  to  develop  mutual  understanding  of  the  various  needs  of 
the  different  zones  and  areas  within  the  zones  which  make  up  the  Civic  Center  CBD.  After  the  walk 
members  will  gather  to  write-down  summarizing  thoughts.  Both  the  walk  and  the  post  walk 
gathering  will  be  open  to  the  public. 
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rreasurers  Report:  David  Harrison 

• In  Treasurer  Updike's  absence  Chair  Harrison  made  a brief  report,  stating  it  is  hoped  we  will  have  City 
funds  in  the  amount  of  $250K  by  the  end  of  September  assuming  the  contract  with  the  City  is  in  place 
at  that  time.  We  can  anticipate  receiving  $200K  in  January  from  private  owners.  The  Treasurer's 
budget  for  five  months  of  fulloperations  anticipated  expenses  of  approximately  $300K. 

• Member  Jim  Haas  suggested  the  CBD  establish  a prudent  reserve  to  cover  potential  non-payment. 
This  item  was  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee  for  further  discussion. 

• Chair  Harrison  summarized  the  insurance  coverage  being  saught  by  the  CBD  to  include:  Board  and 
Officers  Insurance,  General  Liability  Insurance  and  Auto  Insurance,  Worker's  Comp  insurance  to  be 
added  once  we  have  employee(s).  Annual  cost  of  full  insurance  package  which  meets  our  needs  and 
those  of  the  City  contract  is  estimated  to  cost  between  $3,000  and  $4,000. 

Services  Committee  Report:  Mary  Conde 

• Member  Conde  reported  the  first  Services  Committee  meeting  that  was  held  Thursday,  August  18. 
The  meeting  was  well  attended  and  the  agenda  ambitious.  After  discussion  it  became  clear  that  the 
Committee  needs  to  gather  information  from  a variety  of  sources  before  making  any  decisions.  The 
Committee  hopes  to  hear  from  SFPD,  DPW,  the  Homeless  Outreach  Team  (HOT)  and  other  City 
service  providers  as  well  as  learning  more  about  Ambassador  programs  at  neighboring  CBDs  in  San 
Francisco  and  Oakland.  A series  of  three  weekly  Service  Committee  meetings  were  scheduled  for 
Thursdays  in  September:  September  8,  15  and  22  at  2:00  pm  at  the  SF  Public  Library. 

• Member  Conde  stated  that  the  Services  Committee  at  this  time  is  going  to  continue  to  function  as  a 
committee  of  the  whole,  but  may  at  some  point  consider  splitting  in  to  subcommittee  one  focusing 
on  cleaning  and  the  other  on  the  Ambassador  program.

o A motion  (12-11)  was  made  by  Bill  Whitfield  to  ratify  authorize  Chairman  David  Harrison  to 
negotiate  the  details  of  the  agreement  between  the  CBD  and  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco. 

o There  was  discussion  regarding  whether  the  Board  should  also  authorize  Chair  Harrison  to 
sign  the  agreement  after  the  negotiation  has  been  completed.

o Secretary  Norris  stated  that  the  Community  Housing  Partnership  apartments  to  house 
formerly  homeless  tenants,  located  on  the  SE  corner  of  Gough  and  Fulton,  had  a meet  and 
greet  last  week  attended  by  Levi  Toney.  Levi  has  expressed  a concern  to  Ms.  Norris  and  Ms. 
Pagan  that  CHP  had  done  inadequate  job  at  attracting  Civic  Center  homeless  to  the 
apartments.  Ms.  Pagan  stated  she  had  spoken  to  them  about  this  and  she  felt  going  forward 
that  there  was  an  opportunity  for  the  CBD  to  work  with  CHP  to  place  appropriate  local 
candidates  in  the  apartments.

The  minutes  of  the  July  25,  2011  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  were  unanimously  approved. 

Board  Retreat: 

After  discussion  Committee  decided  on  a walk-about  format  to  take  place  on  October  25,  2011  either 
after  or  in  place  of  the  regular  board  meeting.  October  was  chosen  in  hopes  that  the  new  Executive 
Director  might  be  hired  by  this  time.  Secretary  Norris  to  map  the  district  and  assign  specific  locations  to 
Board  Members  who  would  be  prepared  to  speak  for  5 minutes  or  less  at  these  locations  with  which 
they  are  most  familiar.  After  the  walk  Board  members  would  gather  to  share  impressions  and  to 
develop  mutual  understanding  of  goals.

Status  of  Phase  III  Agreement  with  MJM: 

MJM  Management  has  been  working  under  a consulting  agreement  with  OEWD  for  the  past  several 
years  in  order  to  assist  in  the  formation  of  a Civic  Center  CBD.  A copy  of  the  CCCBD  Formation  Phase  III 
Scope  of  Work  was  distributed  to  the  Committee.  The  scope  of  work  includes  several  tasks  which  the 
CBD  Board  is  able  to  do  themselves  including  organizing  regular  board  meetings,  setting  up  financial 
reporting  and  record  keeping  and  the  tasks  associated  with  preparing  to  hire  an  executive  director. 

MJM  has  acted  as  the  intermediary  with  Civitas  to  file  all  necessary  legal  documents  with  the  Federal 
and  State  government.  They  are  maintaining  our  corporate  records  and  policy  book  and  have  done 
work  to  assist  us  in  obtaining  insurance.  Some  of  these  tasks  require  additional  work  to  be  complete. 
Lisa  Pagan  will  meet  with  MJM  consultants  and  with  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  determine 
status  of  the  MJM  contract  and  additional  work  required. 
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Executive  Director  Search: 

A draft  Job  Announcement  for  the  Executive  Director  position  has  been  circulated  to  the  Hiring 
Committee  and  revisions  are  being  made,  it  is  anticipated  a mutually  acceptable  Announcement  will  be 
completed  in  time  for  approval  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Board. 

Vice  Chair  Whitfield  suggested  we  consider  hiring  a management  company  to  not  only  manage  services 
but  also  to  manage  the  Executive  Director.  After  discussion  it  was  decided  that  Chair  Harrison  and  Vice 
Chair  Whitfield  would  meet  with  MJM  Consulting  to  conduct  an  informational  interview  and  report  back 
to  Hiring  Committee  about  this  possibility.  Treasurer  Updike  suggested  we  did  not  have  to  choose  at 
this  juncture  between  hiring  an  ED  directly  or  using  a management  company  to  do  so  and  thus  we  will 
continue  to  develop  the  Job  Announcement  and  to  distribute  it  in  hopes  of  finding  a favorable 
candidate. 

City  Contract: 

Copies  of  the  draft  agreement  between  the  City  and  County  and  the  CCCBD  were  distributed.  Chair 
Harrison  reported  that  he  will  be  meeting  with  MJM  consultant  Deb  Niemann  on  the  following  day  to 
discuss  this  agreement  and  to  sign  documents  related  to  the  continuing  creation  and  authorization  of 
the  CCCBD. 

Chair  Harrison  noted  that  the  contract  requires  we  provide  OEWD  with  a digital  photo  record  of  the 
district's  locations  prior  to  CBD  funded  services  taking  place.  Treasurer  Updike  will  provide  this  record.

The  meeting  began  at  10:15  a.m.  when  Jim  Haas  arrived  creating  a quorum.  Anthony  Boas  arrived 
shortly  thereafter  at  10:20  a.m. 


Committee  Chairmanship: 

After  discussion  the  Committee  decided  to  proceed  without  a designated  Chair  at  this  time.  Duties  to 
be  shared  Board  Chair  Harrison  to  convene  meetings  as  needed  and  Board  Secretary  Jennifer  Norris 
agreed  to  take  minutes  of  the  August  10  meeting  and  to  write  a draft  job  description  for  the  Executive 
Director's  position. 

Job  Description  and  Hiring  Criteria  for  Executive  Director  position: 

Lisa  Pagan,  the  CBD's  liaison  with  City  Hall,  was  present  to  discuss  the  Executive  Director  (ED)  search  as 
it  has  been  undertaken  by  other  San  Francisco  CBD's.  The  Committee  reviewed  the  Budget  as  stated  in 
the  December  14,  2010  CCCBD  Management  Plan.  Ms.  Pagan  noted  that  it  was  unusual  that  an  ED's 
salary  and  benefits  would  be  called  out  specifically  in  such  a plan.  It  would  have  been  more  typical  for 
the  ED's  salary  to  be  included  under  a more  general  "Management"  category  which  would  allow  for 
greater  discretion  on  the  part  of  the  hiring  committee  to  offer  the  most  competitive  salary  and  benefits 
package  possible  to  the  most  qualified  candidate.  She  recommended  we  amend  this  specific  call  out  of 
the  ED  salary  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Ms.  Pagan  stated  that  the  Civic  Center  CBD  is  in  the  mid-size  category  for  a San  Francisco  CBD  and  as 
such  she  thinks  a qualified  full-time  ED  would  paid  approximately  $80K.  The  Management  Plan 
designates  the  salary  at  $63. 5K. 

Director  Haas  stated  his  belief  that  the  CCCBD  ED  position  was  definitely  a full-time  job.  The  Committee 
unanimously  agreed  that  the  job  description  should  be  drafted  to  reflect  full-time  status  for  the  ED. 

Secretary  Norris  stated  that  it  may  be  possible  to  augment  the  ED  salary  line  by  using  funds  designated 
in  the  plan  for  Management  & Dispatch  of  the  Safety  Plan  as  the  ED  will  lead  the  management  of  this 
team.  This  will  allow  the  Committee  to  attract  the  most  qualified  candidates. 
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Board  Chair  Harrison  circulated  copies  of  a ED  job  description  used  to  hire  the  Fishermans  Wharf  CBD 
ED.  Ms.  Pagan  will  forward  to  Secretary  Norris  copies  of  ED  job  descriptions  for  other  local  CBDs  as  well 
as  a salary  survey  her  office  did  recently.  Secretary  Norris  will  use  these  materials  along  with  the 
Executive  Director  duties  stated  in  the  CCCBD  Dec  14,  2010  Management  Plan  to  develop  a first  draft  ED 
job  description.  The  draft  will  be  circulated  to  Hiring  Committee  members,  and  other  interested  parties 
upon  request,  for  comments  which  will  be  used  to  develop  a final  job  description.  The  final  job 
description  will  be  submitted  to  the  full  board  for  approval. 

Ms.  Pagan  stated  the  following  criteria  as  being  important  for  this  CBD  which  is  unique  due  to  its 
emphasis  on  security  and  the  large  stake  government  properties  have  in  the  CBD: 

• Security  emphasis 

• Governmental  Relationships 

• Prior  experience  with  Board  Management 

• Prior  experience  running  a Benefit  Improvement  District 

Director  Haas  stated  the  Executive  Director  would  be  expected  to: 

• Organize  and  manage  services  (quality  control  & vendor  management) 

• Actively  engage  in  the  community  and  local  government 

• Manage  the  organization,  the  financial  assets  and  the  board 

• Give  input  to  Park  & Rec  and  others  regarding  special  events  and  other  neighborhood 
happenings 

• Coordinate  with  neighboring  CBDs  whose  boundaries  abut  the  CCCBD 

Director  Boas  asked  Ms.  Pagan  to  state  what  areas  of  interest  or  expertise  successful  CBD  EDs  in  other 
districts  have  possessed.  She  stated  candidates  often  have  experience  or  certifications  in: 

• Urban  Planning 

• Downtown  Revitalization 

• Economic  Development 

Search  Process  and  Timing:

II.  Approval  of  Minutes  - the  board  asked  that  the  minutes  more  accurately  the 
meeting  and  contains  more  details  of  the  meeting.

In  today's  meeting  we  will  be  hearing  about  exciting  plans  for  the  district  as 
we  gear  up  for  the  Summer  Season.

• The  PowWow  activities  for  Rock  the  Night  were  very  successful.  PIER  39 
and  Alcatraz  Cruises  worked  closely  with  Fisherman’s  Wharf  to  ensure  the 
Wharf  had  significant  presence  at  the  event.  The  Taste  of  Fisherman's 
Wharf  on  the  Belle  was  very  successful  with  over  1,200  delegates  spending 
time  with  Fisherman's  Wharf  attractions  and  restaurants.  The 
Fisherman's  Wharf  Lanyards  had  great  exposure  at  the  event. 

• A special  thank  you  to  the  Port  of  San  Francisco  and  DPW  for  all  the  work 
they  did  to  prepare  the  Wharf  for  Pow  Wow. 

• The  FWCBD  has  filed  a four  page  response  to  the  America's  Cup  People  Plan 
with  the  Mayor's  office  and  the  SFMTA.  The  response  was  the  result  of 
several  meetings  with  the  planning  committee  and  the  transportation 
committee  to  solicit  feedback. 

• The  food  trucks  application  for  Powell  Street  was  withdrawn  after  the 
FWCBD  met  with  the  applicants  and  explained  our  opposition  to  the 
program.  The  have  been  several  other  applications  submitted  for  other 
locations  on  the  Wharf  and  the  FWCBD  is  organizing  the  objection  with 
local  businesses  and  will  continue  to  update  the  board. 


• Revenue  for  the  month  of  April  was  below  plan  by  $12,000  (-100%).  This 
was  due  to  the  receipt  of  an  early  payment  for  the  second  half  of  our  Flower 
Basket  grant  from  the  Mayor's  Office  that  was  received  in  March  but 
budgeted  in  April.  Year-to-date  revenue  for  program  sponsorship  is  on 
plan. 

• Expenses  overall  for  the  month  of  April  were  below  budget  by  $11,557  (- 
26%).  Year  to  date,  overall  expenses  are  below  budget  by  $123,447  (-18%) 
Details  by  budget  category  are  included  below. 

• SOBO  expenses  for  April  were  on  plan.  Year  to  date,  SOBO  expenses  are 
below  budget  by  $17,021  (-9%). 

• D1SI  expenses  for  April  were  below  budget  by  $10,206  (-59%).  This  is  due 
primarily  to  the  timing  of  processing  April  marketing  invoices  that  have 
since  been  paid  in  May  and  lower  than  budgeted  expenses  in  planning  and 
zoning.  Year  to  date,  DISI  expenses  are  below  budget  by  $97,281  (-31%). 

• Administrative  expenses  for  April  were  on  plan.  Year  to  date, 
Administrative  Expenses  are  below  budget  by  $9,145  (-6%).

• The  FWCBD  sent  a letter  to  Mayor  Lee  and  Supervisor  Chiu  requesting  that 
the  Jefferson  Street  project  continue  to  receive  support  to  be  completed. 

The  letter  resulted  in  several  follow  up  meetings  and  discussions  outlined 
below. 

• The  Jefferson  Street  Public  Realm  has  been  taken  out  of  the  priority  projects 
for  the  November  Bond  that  was  added  to  the  ballot.  It  was  removed  as  a 
priority  project  due  to  poor  polling  results  and  a concern  that  it  might 
jeopardize  the  bond's  ability  to  pass.  There  is  still  the  potential  of 
receiving  some  funds  from  the  bond  but  we  would  have  to  compete  with 
other  projects. 

• Many  of  the  stakeholders  on  Jefferson  Street  met  with  city  planning,  the 
Mayor's  office,  and  DPW  to  discuss  the  project  timeline  to  deliver  the 
Jefferson  Street  project  prior  to  the  America's.  The  group  unanimously 
supported  the  construction  schedule.  After  the  meeting  DPW  did  further 
research  and  determined  it  would  be  very  risky  to  attempt  the  entire 
project  prior  to  the  America's  Cup. 

• Planning  is  now  working  with  DPW  and  the  Mayor's  office  in  determining  if 
several  blocks  on  the  Wharf  could  be  completed  prior  as  demonstration 
blocks. 

• The  Executive  Committee  will  be  meeting  with  Supervisor  Chiu  to  request 
the  funds  needed  to  complete  the  design  phase  of  the  project  are  added 
back  into  the  city  budget. 

SOBO  John  Cannizzaro 

• The  SOBO  committee  has  awarded  the  Ambassador  program  contract  to 
SGI,  a private  company  that  operates  Ambassador  programs  around  the 
United  States.  The  anticipated  start  date  is  June  27th.  The  program  will 
have  one  Ambassador  seven  days  a week  for  six  months  of  the  year  and 
then  one  five  days  a week  for  six  months.  Interviews  are  being 
conducted  now  to  hire  both  the  manager  and  part  time  position.
